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When  Newark,  (N.  J.)  Issued  Its  First  Scrip 

By  J.  N.  SPIRO 


Before  discussing  the  fractional  notes 
of  Newark  issued  in  1837,  let  us  stroll 
about  the  Town  and  see  what  is  going 
on: 

The  stage  coach  has  just  stopped  in 
front  of  Archer  Gilford’s  tavern  at  the 
northeast  corner  of  Broad  and  Market 
Streets.  Several  weary  passengers  are 
alighting  to  refresh  themselves  before 
proceeding  the  nine  miles  to  New  York. 
As  Newark  is  noted  for  its  applejack, 
or  “Jersey  Lightning”,  most  of  the 
thirsty  men  are  sipping  it,  while  a few 
are  enjoying  rum  recently  landed  from 
Jamaica.  Newark  is  important  enough 
in  sea  trade  to  rate  as  a “Port  ol 
Entry”  and  Mr.  Gilford,  host  of  the 
tavern,  has  recently  been  appointed  Col- 
lector of  the  Port. 

A few  blocks  away  from  the  tavern, 
on  what  is  still  called  Plane  Street,  one 
sees  a very  unusual  sight.  A canal 
boat  from  Jersey  City  has  arrived  at  the 
foot  of  the  inclined  plane  of  the 
Morris  Canal,  and  has  been  floated  onto 
the  “car”  where  men  are  making  it  se- 
cure. About  fifty  passengers  are  em- 
barking, all  trying  to  find  seats  on  the 
upper  deck,  while  freight  is  being  load- 
ed into  the  hold.  Passengers  and  freight 
are  bound  for  points  between  Newark 
and  the  Delaware  River.  Everything  is 
now  ready  and  a man  on  the  top  of  the 
hill  signals  the  engineer.  We  watch  the 
cables  tighten  as  slowly  but  surely  the 
“car”  and  boat  are  moved  up  the  plane, 
past  High  Street  and  over  the  summit 
into  the  water  again  on  the  other  side. 
Horses  will  be  attached  to  the  boat,  as 
it  floats  off  the  “car”  and  proceeds  west- 
ward. This  is  a “mighty  feat”  in  en- 
gineering and  makes  it  possible  to  move 
canal  boats  over  steep  hills,  where 
locks  are  inadequate. 

Our  attention  is  attracted  by  a great 
puffing  and  rumbling  a distance  away, 


as  a train  of  the  Morris  6?  Essex  Rail- 
road pulls  in  at  the  Broad  Street  ter- 
minus. It  has  just  made  the  full  run 
from  Morristown.  The  trains  consist  of 
a quaint  locomotive,  made  in  the  shop  of 
Seth  Boyden,  a small  tender  and  a single 
freight  car.  The  latter  is  about  twenty- 
rive  feet  long,  but  no  stakes  safeguard 
its  cargo.  There  are  a few  barrels  of 
flour,  several  boxes  of  soap  and  other 
packages,  in  all  making  far  less  a load 
than  a modern  truck  could  easily  carry. 

Along  the  street  we  see  butchers, 
vegetable  peddlers,  tinware  hawkers  and 
fish-men  making  their  rounds  from 
house  to  house,  blowing  their  horns  and 
shouting  their  wares.  Housewives  in 
calico  and  sunbonnets,  carrying  baskets, 
are  on  their  way  to  do  their  marketing. 

We  pass  no  less  than  three  banks  on 
Broad  Street  where  something  unusual 
seems  to  be  going  on.  Quite  a crowd 
of  men  in  high  beaver  hats,  long  coats, 
and  tight-fitting  trousers,  converse  in 
front  of  each  bank,  and  we  overhear 
their  opinions  regarding  the  “panic”. 
We  gather  that  since  Van  Buren  was 
elected  last  year  business  has  become 
‘worse',  and  ‘now  even  the  banks  refuse 
to  honor  their  notes  in  specie.’  In 
Washington  the  government  is  embar- 
rassed and  unable  to  discharge  its  obli- 
gations. Further,  all  hard  money  has 
disappeared,  and  housewives  are  unable 
to  pay  cash  for  their  purchases.  Most 
of  the  factories  are  closed  down,  and 
soup  lines  are  being  established. 

Thus,  on  May  19,  1837,  Mayor 

William  Halsey  called  the  Common 
Council  together,  when  it  reached  a 
point  that  the  City  could  not  pay  its 
obligations,  and  they  voted  a loan  of 
$20,000.,  payable  in  one  year  at  1 % 
interest  per  annum.  A hangover  of  the 
English  money  system  was  still  pre-

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Sightseeing  in  the  British  Isles 

VIA  CONDER  TOKENS 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


Leaving  Dublin  we  strike  directly 
west  to  the  County  of  Kings,  in  which 
is  situated  the  town  of  Tullamore.  The 
Earl  of  Charleville  token  for  one  shib 
ling  and  one  penny  (No.  123T24)  is 
one  of  the  finest  of  the  entire  series,  the 
odd  amount  (13)  pence  being  on  ac' 
count  of  the  Irish  pence  being  coni' 
puted  at  13  to  the  English  shilling.  The 
issuer  was  raised  to  the  Peerage  in 
1797.  Charleville  Forest,  which  is  about 
51  miles  soutlvwest  of  Dublin,  is  the 
seat  of  the  Earl  of  Charleville,  and 
adjoins  the  town  of  Tullamore.  After 
visiting  this  beautiful  estate  we  leave 
Kings  County  and  turn  our  steps  east' 
ward  towards  Wicklow. 

The  County  of  Wicklow,  an  eastern 
shire  of  Ireland,  was  the  last  Irish 
ground  shired,  being  made  a county  in 
1606.  It  is  very  mountainous  and  for 
that  reason  the  Irish  were  long  able 
to  preserve  their  independence.  While 
none  of  the  tokens  issued  from  this 
locale  show  any  of  the  shire’s  antiqui' 
ties,  there  are  many  ruins  to  be  seen. 
Among  the  more  important  places 
visited  are  the  cromlechs  near  Ennis' 
kerry,  on  the  summit  of  Lugnaquilla, 
and  a druidical  circle  at  Donaghmore. 
We  are  also  directed  to  the  Vale  of 
Glendalough  where  there  are  extensive 
ruins  known  as  the  “seven  churches” 
and  including  a perfect  round  tower. 
These  latter  ruins  are  probably  the 
most  remarkable  ecclesiastical  remains 
in  Ireland,  and  are  attributed  to  St. 
Kevin  who  lived  in  the  vale  as  a hermit 
and  died  in  618. 

Illustrations  (No.  125-128)  are  rep' 
resentative  of  the  tokens  issued  in  this 
county. 

Our  tour  of  Wicklow  completes  that 


part  of  our  trip  assigned  to  Ireland,  and 
we  therefore  arrange  for  passage  across 
the  Irish  Sea  to  Anglesey,  the  birth' 
place  of  the  tokens  under  discussion. 

Anglesey,  or  Anglesea,  is  an  insular 
northern  county  of  Wales,  separated 
from  the  mainland  by  the  Menai  Straits. 
The  staple  of  the  island  is  farming,  the 
chief  crops  being  turnips,  oats,  potatoes; 
and  flax  in  the  central  portion.  Copper 
(near  Amlwch),  lead,  silver,  marble,  as' 
bestos,  lime  and  sandstone,  marl,  cine 
and  coal  have  all  been  worked  in  Angle' 
sev.  This  island  is  one  of  many  names, 
some  of  which  are  as  follows:  Ynys 
Dywyll  or  Dark  Isle,  Ynys  y cedairn  or 
Isle  of  Brave  Folk  and  many  others. 
That  this  island  was  the  seat  of  the 
Druids  is  evidenced  by  the  many  ruins, 
and  by  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the 
tokens  issued  bear  a beautiful  and 
striking  engraving  of  a Druid’s  head. 
During  our  stay  on  the  island  we  trav' 
elled  over  a highway  running  from 
Elolyhead  to  Llanfairpwllgwyngyll, 
which  was  originally  built  by  the  Ro' 
mans.  Excepting  the  cromlechs  of  the 
druids,  Anglesey  does  not  contain  many 
important  ancient  ruins. 

In  the  opening  paragraphs  of  this 
article  mention  is  made  to  the  effect  that 
the  forerunners  of  this  series  of  tokens 
were  those  struck  by  the  Parys  Mine 
Co.,  situated  in  Anglesey.  Permit  me 
to  digress  from  the  general  theme  in 
order  to  give  you  a slight  history  of  the 
discovery  of  the  mines. 

“At  Trysclwyn  mountain,  is  the  most 
considerable  body  of  copper'ore  per' 
haps  ever  known.  The  part  of  Try' 
sclwyn  which  contains  this  ore  is  called 
Parys  Mountain.  In  the  year  1762 
Alexander  Frazier  came  into  Anglesey. 
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He  visited  Parys  Mountain,  called  upon 
Sir  Nicholas  Bayley  (the  owner)  and 
gave  him  so  flattering  an  account  of  the 
project  as  induced  him  (Sir  Bayley) 
to  make  a trial  and  sink  shafts.  Ore 
was  discovered,  but  before  any  quantity 
could  be  mined  the  shafts  were  over' 
powered  with  water.  Operations  were 
discontinued.  About  two  years  later 
Messrs.  Roe  and  Company  of  Maccles' 
field  applied  to  Sir  Nicholas  for  a lease 
of  Penrhyii'ddu  mine  in  Caernarvon' 
shire,  with  which  they  were,  much 
against  their  wills,  compelled  to  take  a 
lease  of  Parys  Mountain,  and  to  carry 
on  a level  and  make  a fair  trial.  Ore 
was  again  discovered,  but  again  ex' 
penses  exceeded  the  income.  However 
work  was  continued  at  great  loss,  but 
at  length  it  was  determined  to  give 
the  entire  affair  up.  Orders  were  given 
to  the  agent  in  charge,  but  he  in  a 
final  attempt,  divided  his  men  into  ten 
companies  of  three  or  four  each  and 
let  them  sink  shafts  at  various  places 
about  800  yards  from  a place  called  the 


"Golden  Venture’,  on  the  presumption 
that  a spring  which  issued  from  near 
the  place  must  come  from  a body  of 
mineral.  The  agent’s  conjecture  was 
correct,  for  in  less  than  two  days,  there 
was  met  with,  at  the  depth  of  seven 
feet  from  the  surface,  the  solid  ma' 
tenal,  which  proved  to  be  that  vast 
body  which  has  since  been  worked  to 
such  advantage.  The  date  of  discovery 
was  March  2nd,  1768  which  has  ever 
since  been  observed  as  a festival  by  the 
miners.  The  thickness  of  the  pure 
copper  ore  has  been  determined  to  be  in 
some  places  twentyTour  yards.”  As  a 
matter  of  further  information  the  min' 
eral  known  as  "Anglesite’  was  first  dis' 
covered  in  Anglesey  by  Dr.  Withering 
in  1783. 

There  are  shown  in  the  illustrations 
a considerable  number  of  the  Anglesey 
tokens,  thus  giving  the  reader  a com' 
prehensive  idea  of  the  beautiful  work 
and  fine  engraving  which  make  these 
particular  tokens  the  most  desirable  of 
all  issued.  (No.  129  to  No.  151). 
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valent,  1 2 J/2  cents  or  shilling  being  a 
popular  price  on  many  items,  or  multi' 
pies  of  that  amount.  The  notes  ordered 
were  therefore  of  those  denominations. 
Take  particular  note  of  the  Spanish 
“shillings”  pictured  on  the  \2/ic  note. 
It  is  probable  that  “pieces  of  eight” 
were  still  met  with  and  accepted  at 
their  value.  Rawden,  Wright  6?  Hatch 
of  New  York,  who  later  printed  the 
first  U.  S.  postage  stamps,  were  given 
the  order  to  print  these  notes.  The 


notes  were  a fine  example  of  the  eiv 
graver’s  art,  and  depicted  the  clipper 
ship,  railroad,  and  steamboat  of  the 
period. 

For  some  reason,  very  few  of  these 
notes  have  survived.  It  may  be  due  to 
their  being  redeemed,  as  the  City  would 
honor  the  notes  in  any  amount  pre' 
sented.  This  was  not  the  case  in  many 
of  the  Civil  War  issues,  which  had  to 
be  presented  in  sums  of  about  five  dob 
lars. 
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CANADIAN  COIN  NOTES 

Edited  by  J.  DOUGLAS  FERGUSON 


I have  just  returned  from  a week  in 
the  Maritime  Provinces  ot  Canada. 
While  there  I managed  to  have  short 
visits  with  two  well-known  Canadian 
Numismatists,  Dr.  L.  A.  Langstroth  of 
St.  John,  N.B.  and  Prof.  A.  R.  Prince 
of  Truro,  N.S. 

Dr.  Langstroth  for  years  has  been 
considered  as  one  of  Canada’s  leading 
numismatists  and  his  cabinet  devoted 
to  Canadian  coins  and  tokens  is  mag- 
nificent. His  collection  has  been  formed 
over  the  years  by  careful  selection  of 
superb  specimens.  It  is  a joy  to  see 
his  complete  series  of  Bridge  tokens; 
his  side  views  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal 
and  his  bouquet  sous.  He  has  been  a 
keen  student  of  die  varieties  in  the 
tokens;  has  worked  out  every  Canadian 
series  with  fastidious  care,  giving  him- 
self tremendous  pleasure  in  doing  this. 

I believe  it  is  not  generally  known 
that  shortly  before  Dr.  Courteau  died 
he  issued  a treatise  on  the  tokens  of 
the  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  carefully 
attributing  them  according  to  die  va- 
rieties for  the  first  time.  Personally, 
I have  found  some  of  these  varieties 
very  minute.  Dr.  Langstroth  tells  me 
that  he  has  had  a great  deal  of  pleasure 
in  working  out  this  series  along  with 
the  others.  The  tokens  of  the  Bank  of 
Upper  Canada  can  still  be  secured  from 
the  better  recognized  dealers  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  and  condition  and  at 
such  a reasonable  price  as  to  make  the 
studv  interesting. 

There  is  possibly  no  particular  gen- 
eral series  that  gives  more  scope  and 
holds  more  interest  for  the  average 
student  who  wishes  to  go  carefully  into 
the  various  scries,  than  studies  of  the 
early  Canadian  tokens. 


If  you  haven’t  made  any  of  these 
studies  secure  a copy  of  Dr.  Courteau’s 
"Bouquet  Sous’’  or  of  his  "Coins  and 
Tokens  of  Nova  Scotia’’,  or  H ow- 
land  Wood’s  "Canadian  Blacksmith 
Coppers,"  and  I promise  you  that  you 
will  be  fascinated  and  will  want  to 
branch  out  into  the  other  series. 

Blacksmiths  Down  By  The  Sea 

I have  referred  to  Howland  Wood’s 
excellent  treatise  on  the  "Canadian 
Blacksmith  Coppers,"  I have  wondered 
why  he  did  not  include  in  this  series, 
the  so-called  John  Brown  half-penny 
token  of  Nova  Scotia  (Raymond’s  123). 
It  is  illustrated  in  Dr.  Courteau’s  book 
on  Nova  Scotia,  as  No.  360.  It  is  my 
feeling  that  this  piece  as  well  as  Dr. 
Courteau’s  No.  361,  which  has  the  same 
obverse,  but  a reverse  with  a harp  with- 
in a wreath,  should  be  included  in  the 
Blacksmith  series. 

They  are  both  very  rare  and  are  a 
magnificent  addition  to  any  cabinet.  Do 
not  expect  to  secure  them  in  other 
than  fair  condition,  as  that  is  the  only 
way  in  which  they  come. 

The  building  depicted  on  Raymond’s 
123  is  obviously  the  same  as  appears 


on  the  obverse  of  the  two  Black  tokens, 
Raymond’s  118  and  119. 
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Since  the  latter  pieces  are  dated  1816 
it  is  generally  considered  that  this  piece 
which  was  undoubtedly  locally  manu- 
factured, was  issued  at  about  the  same 
time,  and  as  a result  is  one  of  the  first 
Canadian  tokens  actually  produced  in 
Canada. 

The  Blacksmith  series,  of  which  we 
have  been  speaking  and  regarding  which 
Howland  Wood  issued  his  special  ar- 
ticle in  1910  were  crude  issues  some- 
what similar  to  the  American  Bungtown 
tokens  but  coming  out  at  a later  period 
— from  about  1810  to  1840.  They  are 
a fascinating  group.  Since  they  were 
issued  to  meet  a very  definite  shortage 
of  coppers  as  existing  in  Canada,  and 
since  they  were  amongst  the  first  tokens 
to  be  produced  in  this  country  (even 
although  they  had  no  official  standing) 
they  are  certainly  worthy  of  inclusion 
in  any  Canadian  collection. 

The  Coinage  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada 

Professor  Prince  has  a magnificent 
general  collection.  Like  that  of  Dr. 
Langstroth,  it  is  strong  on  condition. 

We  owe  to  Professor  Prince  credit 
for  having  been  the  first  Canadian 
numismatist  to  have  thoroughly  studied 
the  issues  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
as  well  as  the  issues  of  the  Province 
of  Canada  1858  to  1859  for  die  varieties. 


These  pieces  arc  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  secure  in  uncirculated  condi- 
tion and  now  that  they  are  becoming 
popular,  among  collectors,  we  can  ex- 
pect to  see  considerable  increase  in 
price.  Only  one  or  two  of  the  larger 
numismatic  dealers  have  any  stock  at 
all  of  them  and  many  dates  cannot  be 
secured  in  uncirculated  condition,  short 
of  years  of  effort. 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  there  have 
been  no  large  established  Canadian 
dealers  who  have  specialized  in  coins. 
The  early  Canadian  numismatists  who 
did  such  excellent  work  with  the  vari- 
ous series  of  tokens  and  medals  unfor- 
tunately paid  but  little  attention  to  the 
regular  issues  of  Canada.  Each  issue 
would  go  into  their  own  collections 
but  rarely  would  any  additional  pieces 
be  set  aside  at  the  time  of  issue.  This 
is  a nice,  clean-cut  series.  In  a few  of 
the  years,  a few  specimens  were  issued 
in  proof  condition  but  for  the  most 
part,  one  must  be  satisfied  with  an  un- 
circulated specimen. 


Prof.  Prince's  collection  includes  a 
number  of  very  rare  pattern  pieces  of 
Canada  including  an  1876  cent  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  with  the  obverse 
of  the  1858  cent  (Raymond's  No.  91). 
It  bears  the  mint  mark  of  “HEATON". 
All  pattern  coins  of  Canada  arc  ex- 
tremely rare. 
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ROMAN  COINS

Consecration  Coins  of  Trajan  Decius 


The  series  ot  antoninianii  bearing  the 
portraits  of  deified  emperors  presented 
a problem  of  attribution  to  numis- 
matists  of  an  earlier  generation.  The 
issue  was  ascribed  to  various  rulers  from 
Philip  I to  Gallienus,  a favorite  theory 
being  that  the  coins  were  struck  by 
Philip  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebra' 
tion  of  the  thousandth  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  Rome.  More  recently, 
however,  the  study  of  hoards  has  iiv 
clined  authorities  to  place  the  issue  in 
the  reign  of  Trajan  Decius  (AD  249' 
251).  Decius  had  set  himself  to  the 
task  of  resuscitating  the  Imperial  great' 
ness  of  Rome  and  as  one  of  the  steps 
towards  that  end  instituted  a revival  of 
the  state  religion.  Since  the  worship  of 
the  deified  emperor  formed  an  essential 
part  of  that  religion,  the  minting  of  this 
series  of  coins  portraying  his  divine  pre' 
decessors  appears  to  be  one  phase  of 
Decius’  efforts  to  restore  the  ancient 
glories  of  Rome.  Altho  his  ultimate 
goal  was  political  rather  than  religious 
unity,  the  Christians  of  that  day  refused 
to  participate  in  what  they  considered 


a restoration  of  pagan  worship.  Thus 
they  brought  upon  themselves  a gen' 
eral  persecution  which  marred  this  brief 
but  admirable  reign.  On  the  obverse 
the  coins  bear  the  portraits  of  Augustus, 
Vespasian,  Titus,  Nerva,  Trajan,  Ha' 
drian,  Antoninus  Pius,  Marcus  Aurelius, 
Commodus,  Septimius  Severus,  and 
Alexander  Severus.  This  is  not  a com' 
plete  list  of  the  deified  emperors  but  an 
adequate  explanation  for  the  omissions 
is  lacking.  The  emperors  are  portrayed 
wearing  the  radiate  crown.  The  obverse 
legend  is  DIVO—  and  the  reverse 
legend  common  to  the  entire  series  is 
CONSECRATIO.  Two  reverse  types 
are  employed  (1)  an  eagle  and  (2)  an 
altar. 


Julius  Caesar  was  the  first  person 
honored  by  having  his  portrait  placed 
on  the  coinage  of  Rome  during  his 
lifetime.  The  Senatorial  decree  of  BC 
44,  which  ordered  this  innovation, 
brought  about  a vast  change  in  the  coin 
types.  The  space  which  heretofore  had 
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been  reserved  for  representations  of 
divinities  or  great  heroes  of  the  past 
gradually  began  to  fill  up  with  the 
likenesses  of  ambitious  men  who  sought 
the  supreme  power  in  Rome.  The 
earliest  coins  bearing  the  portrait  of 
Caesar  were  those  of  the  moneyers 
M.  Mettius,  L.  Aemilius  Buca,  P.  Sepuh 
lius  Macer  and  C.  Cossutius  Maridianus 
struck  in  BC  44. 


The  Vota.  The  Public  Vows 
(VOTA  PVBL1CA)  figure  to  a large 
extent  on  the  Imperial  coinage.  It 
was  the  custom  at  Rome  to  make  public 
vows  for  the  safety  and  prosperity  of 
the  Empire  on  the  kalends  of  January 
and  vows  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Emperor  two  days  before  the  nones  of 
the  same  month.  Besides  these,  on 
special  occasions  such  as  weddings  in 
the  Imperial  family,  other  vows  were 
made.  The  Decennial  vows  date  from 
the  reign  of  Augustus,  who,  in  BC  27, 
accepted  the  government  for  ten  years 
and  promised  that  by  the  end  of  that 
period  all  the  world  would  be  at 
peace.  The  successors  of  Augustus 
continued  the  practice  of  celebrating  the 
decennial  public  vows  and  introduced 
the  custom  of  celebrating  vows  for  five 
years  (quinquennali)  and  also  vows  for 


twenty  years,  thirty  years,  etc.  A diS' 
tinction  was  made  between  vows  for 
the  past  and  vows  for  the  future,  this 
being  expressed  by  the  legends  VOTA 
SOLVTA  (vows  accomplished)  and 
VOTA  SVSCEPTA  (vows  under' 
taken).  On  the  earlier  coins  the  most 
usual  type  accompanying  these  legends 
is  a representation  of  the  Emperor 
sacrificing  at  an  altar,  either  alone  or 
with  attendants.  From  the  third  cem 
tury  on,  the  reverse  type  is  more  often 
a wreath  enclosing  the  legend. 


Plated  denarii.  These  are  pieces  haw 
ing  a core  of  bronze  or  iron  and  a thin 
outer  covering  of  silver.  The  coins  are 
perfect  with  respect  to  striking  and  can 
be  distinguished  from  coins  of  pure 
silver  only  when  the  outer  covering  be' 
comes  broken  or  worn  disclosing  the 
base  core.  While  some  may  be  the 
work  of  ancient  forgers,  the  greater 
part  were  regular  issues  sanctioned  by 
the  State.  From  time  to  time,  in  periods 
of  financial  strain,  the  Senate  authorized 
the  issue  of  plated  denarii  as  a means 
of  relieving  the  pressure  on  the  public 
treasury.  The  practice  is  almost  wholly 
confined  to  the  Republican  period,  such 
pieces  being  exceptional  in  Imperial 
times.

From  the  Earliest  Coins  to  the  Fall  of  the  Western  Empire 
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RAILROAD  NOTES

The  Camden  8C  Woodbury  Railroad  8C 
Transportation  Co. 

The  Camden  6?  Woodbury  Railroad 
& Transportation  Co.  was  chartered  in 
1836  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penna., 
but  no  construction  was  ever  started. 

On  February  5th,  1853  the  franchise 
was  taken  over  by  the  newly  chartered 
West  Jersey  Railroad.  This  road  built 
and  opened  for  traffic  a line  to  Wood' 
bury  by  1857,  and  from  there  to  Milb 
ville  in  1867. 

On  May  4th,  1896  the  West  Jersey; 
Alloway  6?  Quinlon;  West  Jersey  6? 
Atlantic;  Camden  & Atlantic  and  the 
Philadelphia,  Marlon  & Milford  Raib 
road  Companies  were  consolidated  to 
form  the  West  Jersey  6?  Seashore  Raib 
road  Co.  which  is  a part  of  the  present 
Pennsylvania  System. 

The  Monroe  Railroad  and 
Banking  Company 

This  Company  was  created  by  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Georgia  in  1833  under  the  name  of 
the  Monroe  Railroad  Company. 

In  1836  the  name  was  changed  to 
the  Monroe  Railroad  and  Banking  Coni' 
pany;  and  again  in  1845  to  the  Macon 
and  Western  Railroad  Co.  (For  further 
information  see  article  entitled  “Central 
Railroad  6?  Banking  Co.  of  Georgia”- 
April  1937  issue  of  Journal.) 


Philadelphia  8C  Reading  Railroad 

The  P.  & R.  R.R.  Co.  was  chartered 
by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania 
April  4,  1833,  to  build  a railroad  from 
Philadelphia  to  Reading,  Pa.  Work  was 
commenced  in  the  spring  of  183  5 and 
portions  of  the  line  were  opened  in 
July  1838.  By  act  of  March  20,  1838 
the  road  was  extended  to  Mount  Car' 
bon,  or  to  Pottsville  one  mile  above  Mt. 
Carbon,  and  as  these  two  points  were 
already  connected  by  the  Mt.  Carbon 
R.R.  it  was  decided  to  connect  with  that 
line.  The  Mt.  Carbon  R.R.  was  merged 
into  the  P.  6?  R.  on  May  13,  1872. 
First  through  trains  between  Philadeb 
phia  and  Pottsville  were  run  in  January 
1842. 

The  P.  & R.  R.R.  was  sold  under 
foreclosure  September  23,  1896  and 

railroad  properties  taken  over  by  the 
P.  & R.  Ry.  Co.  chartered  November  7, 
1896  for  that  purpose.  This  sale  nulli' 
lied  the  broad  powers  granted  under 
the  original  charter  of  1833.  The  other 
properties  of  the  P.  6?  R.  R.R.  were  re' 
organized  under  a charter  of  the  Ex' 
celsior  Enterprise  Co.,  of  1871  and 
through  various  changes  of  name  finally 
became  to  be  known  as  the  Reading 
Co.,  (not  a common  carrier),  the  Read' 
ing  Co.  controls  through  ownership  of 
stock  the  P.  6?  R.  Ry.  Co.,  the  successor 
to  the  company  issuing  note  illustrated. 
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U.  S.  MEDALS  & TOKENS 

Under  this  heading  it  is  proposed  to  show  many  of  the  unpublished  or  rarely 
seen  early  medalets  and  tokens  of  our  country.  They  will  not  be  listed  in  any 
special  order  but  will  be  numbered  as  a matter  of  convenience.  Collectors  who  are 
able  to  supply  any  interesting  information  are  invited  to  do  so.  Full  credit  will 
be  given. 


THE  STONEWALL  JACKSON 
MEDAL 

An  Interesting  Bit  of  Unwritten  History 

The  “Stonewall”  JACKSON  MED- 
ALS were  designed  and  executed  in 
Paris  in  1863,  just  after  the  death  of 
Gen.  T.  J.  Jackson.  The  ultimate  object 
tor  which  these  medals  were  made  has 
never  been  known,  as  Col.  C.  A.  L. 
Lamar,  by  whom  they  were  ordered 
while  in  Paris  on  official  business  for 
the  State  of  Georgia,  had  returned 
home  and  was  killed  in  battle  before 
the  medals  reached  this  country. 

They  ran  the  blockade,  arriving  at 
Wilmington,  N.  C.,  after  Savannah  had 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

Being  consigned  to  Mr.  Antoine  Poub 
lain,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  they  were  stored 
in  a cotton  warehouse,  and  when  the 
Yankees  entered  that  city,  many  of  the 
boxes  were  broken  open  and  the  medals 
carried  off. 

A few  years  later  Mr.  Poullain  sent 
the  medals  to  Col.  Lamar’s  widow,  who 
had  them  stored  in  a warehouse  near 


the  Savannah  river,  where,  for  thirty 
years,  they  lay  forgotten. 

They  were  finally  discovered  and  pre' 
sented  by  Mrs.  C.  A.  L.  Lamar  to  the 
Charter  Chapter,  Georgia  Division, 
U.D.C.,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  bene' 
fit  of  that  chapter. 

The  medal  has  on  one  side  a profile 
likeness  of  Jackson,  and  around  the 
edge:  “Lieutenant  General  T.  J.  Jack' 
son,  ’Stonewall,’  born  1821,  died  1863”. 
On  the  reverse  side  is  a wreath  of 
laurel  twined  with  a ribbon,  on  the 
latter  of  which  is  written:  “Sudley, 
Harper’s  Ferry,  Sheppardstown,  Fred' 
encksburg,  The  Wilderness,  Antietam, 
Martinsburg,  Chantilly”.  Where  the 
ribbon  is  tied  appears,  “Deo  Vindici”. 
In  the  center,  surrounded  by  the  gar' 
land  appears:

Mr.  S.  M.  Koeppel  of  Los  Angeles 
has  given  the  following  interesting  de' 
scription  of  these  historic  coins  to  the 
readers  of  the  Santa  Catalina  Pictorial — 

In  answer  to  your  query  about  the 
term,  a “piece  of  eight,”  it  is  the  name 
generally  given  to  the  Spanish  silver 
coin,  the  size  of  a dollar,  coined  in  Span- 
ish America  from  1536  to  1821. 

The  name  is  derived  from  the  figure 
“8“  appearing  on  the  coin  indicating  the 
value,  8 reales.  There  are  smaller  pieces 
of  the  value  of  4,  2,  and  1 real.  The 
term  two  bits,  four  bits,  etc.,  is  derived 
from  these  Spanish  colonial  coins  which 
also  circulated  in  early  America.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  most  of  the  American 


revolutionary  currency  was  made  payable 
in  “pieces  of  eight”  or  Spanish  milled 
dollars,  as  they  also  were  called. 

Most  of  the  “pieces  of  eight”  were 
minted  in  Mexico  and  from  there 
transported  to  Spain.  They  were  minted 
in  enormous  quantities.  In  the  period 
mentioned,  no  less  than  two  billion  were 
issued  from  the  mints  of  Mexico,  and 
ships  laden  with  these  silver  coins,  which 
were  of  high  standard,  sailed  for  cen- 
turies across  the  “Spanish  Main.” 

The  numerous  captures  of  the  Spanish 
silver  ships  by  English  and  Dutch  priva- 
teers and  pirates  of  many  nationalities, 
has  given  the  “piece  of  eight”  a place  in 
romantic  fiction  not  equalled  by  any 
other  coin.
